Bed Losses Are Heavy 
General MacAthur’s headquar­ 
ters reported the Chinese had suf­ 
fered heavy losses—at a ratio of 
10 to I—during the darkest day* 
of the allied retreat from most of 
North Korea, Nov. 27 to Dec. 12. 
The United Nations commander 
reported U.N. casualties in the 
Nov. 27-Dec. 12 period at 12,325, 
not including those suffered by 
Republic of Korea (ROK) forces. 
All of the allied killed, wounded 
and missing during the tw'o-week 
period were American except 1,« 
011 from other U.N. forces. 
Before that period, the Defense 
Department in Washington had 
listed American casualties in Ko­ 
rea at 31,028 through Nov. 24, in­ 
cluding 5,307 dead. 
The Chinese have been around

4. Those big oranges for the

Christmas stockings

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DECISION AND DISPATCH NEEDED 
Long before the Korean war broke ou t, 
Elder Statesman Bernard M. Baru ch was 
ex horting ou r leaders to get indu strial 
mozilization plans into shape. He repeated 
the u rging so often he annoyed many peo­ 
ple in the capital. 
Most of u s probably wish now that he’d 
been paid more heed. For reports from 
Washington make it all too evident we aren’t 
getting the decisiv e action on the prepared­ 
ness front that the critical world situ ation 
demands. 
Observers generally agree that ou r mili­ 
tary and economic planning lacks speed and 
coordination. 
For ex ample, priority powers are shared 
by several agencies and no clear pattern of 
control has developed from their orders. 
Pronou ncements on stabilizing the economy 
have come from the economic stabilizer, the 
price stabilizer, and W. Stu art Symington, 
head of the National Secu rity Resou rces 
Board. 
The National Produ ction Au thority is set­ 
ting limits on the ou tpu t of nu merou s indu s­ 
tries, yet the individu al produ cers in these 
fields aren’t being told what their specific 
role is to be. N.P.A. is admittedly proceed­ 
ing largely by gu esswork, since it doesn’t 
know y et how big the defense program is 
going to be. 
Hie Munitions Board and the Resources 
Board hav e the Job of working out that pro­ 
gram. TTiey hav en’t y et come up with it. 
For two v aluable months this fall, the mu ni­ 
tions group lacked a chairman. Seasoned 
reporters declare that instead of planning 
boldly and big, our top men are thinking in 
limited terms, raising their sights relu ctantly 
only when ev ents compel it. 
In the nation’s highest economic coun­ 
cils, then, there is v agueness, drift, and in­ 
decision. And this serious circumstance ex ­ 
ists at a time when we are being told that 
strength and strength alone will deter the 
Sov iet Union from its aim to crush the whole 
free world.

We hav e that strength, but it is poten­ 
tial. It has not been mustered in a form that 
will impress Russia. Actually , it is mainly 
on paper. Said the Johnson Senate Commit­ 
tee earlier this fall: “ Paper work prepared­ 
ness is only flimsy protection against the 
threat we face.” 
v 
There is urgent need in Washington 
for a clear chain of responsibility lead­ 
ing upward to a single home front com­ 
mander equipped with the authority to 
mate Ids v oice heard unmistakably . Sy ming­ 
ton doesn’t now hav e that power, and 
precious time is being wasted. We need de­ 
cision and dispatch at the top lev el if we 
are to marshal our power in time. 


STRENGTH IN BRITAIN 
Presumably the suspension of Marshall 
Plan aid to Great Britain was argeed on be­ 
cause Britain really is. solv ent again, has 
achiev ed sufficient recov ery to giv e its lead­ 
ers confidence that Britain can take care of 
itself. This has political as well as economic 
implications for both Britain and the United 
States. 
A sorely needed good word is prov ided for 
the Marshall Plan. It has been under re­ 
newed attack in the last few months because 
of the many other heav y demands which 
wee being made on our national budget. 
Economy -minded congressmen again hav e 
been casting a speculativ e ey e mi the pro­ 
gram, asking for concrete ev idence that it 
is accomplishing good. The suspension of

WHAT MEANS UNITY? 
The Repu blicans have petitioned the President 
to redress a great grievance against the United 
States by dismissing Dean Acheson as secretary of 
state. The petition will, for the moment, 
be ig­ 
nored. 
Democrats and others su ggest that this is no 
time to complain abou t Dean Acheson. They pro­ 
pose that we shall have u nity. If by u nity, they 
mean that no pu blic official is to be criticized even 
if the blood of ou r sons is spilled becau se of his 
stiff-necked obstinacy and his lack of good sense, 
then they ask not for u nity bu t for abject accept­ 
ance of stu pidity as a ru le of life. 
It wou ld seem that logic wou ld requ ire, if u nity 
is to be achieved, that one who has become so u n­ 
palatable to the American people as Dean Acheson 
is, be retired. Who is this man, that u nity mu st 
depend u pon his continu ance in office? 
Su ppose by the laws of natu re, Dean Acheson 
were to drop dead, as my friend, Jim McGu inness, 
did a fortnight ago—wou ld the United States cease 
to ex ist? 
If it is u nity that is requ ired and this 
man is an impediment to u nity, does Mr. Tru man 
mean to tell u s that even among deserving Demo­ 
crats there is not one man who is capable of being 
secretary of state, of inspiring confidence and of 
achieving u nity? 
I can name some; Chief Ju stice Fred Vinson, 
Robert A. Lovett, James Farley, Robert P. Pat­ 
terson, James Byrnes. Senator Walter F. George 
and dozens of others. If the President were to ac­ 
cept a national rather than a partisan criterion, 
the nu mber is very large. This nation is not so 
bankru pt in personalities that it is limited to one 
man, to any one man. 
Therefore, the plea that opposition to Dean 
Acheson imperils u nity is nonsense. 
It is Dean 
Acheson who imperils u nity. 
His policy in China has proved to be a failu re 
for which we are paying with the lives of ou r chil­ 
dren. 
His policy in Eu rope has brou ght u s only 
associates bu t no allies. His policy in Sou th Amer­ 
ica has weakened ou r ties with ou r most important 
neighbors. 
He has appeased Soviet Ru ssia u ntil 
that cou ntry has become the mightiest on earth, 
lessening ou r influ ence by a war in which we have 
been defeated. He has only enriched 
Great Britain 
at ou r ex pense. 
Su rely, it i9 not Dean Achesoif, bu t the United 
States of America that is important. 
In 19 43, the United States was a tremendou s 
force in the world, cou rted by all nations. 
We w*ere 
feeding a large part of the world; we 
were su pply­ 
ing warring nations. We were giving away abou t 
$50,000,000,000 We were giving to Ru ssia $11,000,- 
000,000. We were fighting on a dozen fronts. In 
Asia, we were fighting nearly alone with National­ 
ist China as ou r principal ally. 
In Eu rope, ou r 
troops were carrying the bu rden into Germany, 
In November, two conferences were held, one at 
Cairo and one at Teheran, and from December 1, 
19 43, u ntil today ou r power in the world has been 
receding. At Moscow, Teheran, Du mbarton Oaks, 
Yalta, San Francisco, London and Paris the United 
States was talked ou t of influ ence, power and au ­ 
thority. And all the time the American tax payer 
was paying for his own destru ction. And it cu lmi­ 
nated ir. the retreat from Korea and the miserable 
monkeys insu lting ou r cou ntry in daily speeches on 
ou r own soil at the United Nations, and they are 
entitled to do it by treaty. We have come to that. 
Now, I do not say that Dean Acheson is respon­ 
sible for all that. 
Su ch an assu mption is wholly 
false. He is not a big enou gh man to have done so 
mu ch damage. 
Bu t he is also not a big enou gh man to have ar­ 
rested the decay of policy, to have strengthened ou r 
qnoral position or to have inspired confidence in the 
people. 
Acheson ha 3 become a symbol of decay. The 
American people responded to the 
sy mbol that 
Acheson has become when he spoke on television 
and radio and chilled his cou ntrymen. It was not 
the words, nor his immacu late dress, nor his lack 
of oratory. It was an atmosphere. 
The terrifying fact that faces this 
country is 
that in this war we are led by many 
of the same 
personalities who since November, 
19 43, hav e been 
the au thors of ou r failu res. What 
unity can there 
be in that?

That Body of Yours

MANY OF US MAY NEED EXTRA IRON 
Most of us know that we should eat some of the 
v arious foodstuffs ev ery day : proteins (fish, eggs, 
meats, cereals); starches (bread, sugar, potatoes); 
fats (butter, cream, fat meats); v itamins and min­ 
erals which are found in the abov e three classes 
of foods and also in fruits and v egetables. We know 
that proteins are body builders, building up new and 
worn tissues; that starches giv e energy and heat; 
that fats giv e energy , heat and lubrication; that 
minerals are needed in maintaining structure of 
body cells and v itamins act-as sort of joiners of 
food cells to make each cell do its utmost in work. 
Liquids are needed by ev ery cell in the body : 
Practically ev ery body knows that the blood must 
be rich in hemoglobin (iron) if we are to keep well 
and strong and, added to iron, there must be a 
sufficient amount of calcium (lime). Foods rich in 
iron are meat (especially liv er), egg y olk, whole 
grains'and leafy v egetables. Foods rich in calcium 
are milk, cheese, leafy v egetables and egg y olk. The 
ordinary normal or healthy indiv idual can get 
enough iron and calcium for his daily needs by 
eating one or two serv ings of these foods. 
There are many apparently normal indiv iduals 
whose skin is pale, lining of mouth pale and also 
lining of ey elids, and there is often a fast heart. 
In The Journal of The American Medical Associa­ 
tion, Dr. J ohn B. Youmans, Medical Department, 
Vanderbilt Univ ersity , Nashv ille, states that While 
foods rich in iron are sufficient to keep the blood 
rid) enough in normal indiv iduals, those with thin 
blood, a general feeling of weakness, and a rapid 
heart need more than foods rich in iron. These 
anemic indiv idulas should see their phy sician and 
hav e iron prescribed direct, not just in foods, if they 
are to regain strength within a reasonable time. 
For adults with thin blood, sometimes intensiv e 
treatment with iron (injections and by mouth) 
brings sufficient improv ement in a week or ten day s. 
The childbearing mother also must receiv e 
ex tra iron to giv e bes child the proper start in Ufe; 
infants and children often need ex tra iron.

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DECISION AND DISPATCH NEEDED 
Long before the Korean war broke out, 
Elder Statesman Bernard M. Baruch was 
exhorting our leaders to get industrial 
mozilization plans into shape. He repeated 
the urging so often he annoyed many peo­ 
ple in the capital. 
Most of us probably wish now that he’d 
been paid more heed. For reports from 
Washington make it all too evident we aren’t 
getting the decisive action on the prepared­ 
ness front that the critical world situation 
demands. 
Observers generally agree that our mili­ 
tary and economic planning lacks speed and 
coordination. 
For example, priority powers are shared 
by several agencies and no clear pattern of 
control has developed from their orders. 
Pronouncements on stabilizing the economy 
have come from the economic stabilizer, the 
price stabilizer, and W. Stuart Symington, 
head of the National Security Resources 
Board. 
The National Production Authority is set­ 
ting limits on the output of numerous indus­ 
tries, yet the individual producers in these 
fields aren’t being told what their specific 
role is to be. N.P.A. is admittedly proceed­ 
ing largely by guesswork, since it doesn’t 
know yet how big the defense program is 
going to be. 
The Munitions Board and the Resources 
Board have the Job of working out that pro­ 
gram. They haven’t yet come up with it. 
For two valuable months this fall, the muni­ 
tions group lacked a chairman. Seasoned 
reporters declare that instead of planning 
boldly and big, our top men are thinking in 
limited terms, raising their sights reluctantly 
only when events compel it. 
In the nation’s highest economic coun­ 
cils, then, there is vagueness, drift, and in­ 
decision. And this serious circumstance ex­ 
ists at a time when we are being told that 
strength and strength alone will deter the 
Soviet Union from its aim to crush the whole 
free world. 
% 
We have that strength, but it is poten­ 
tial. It has not been mustered in a form that 
will impress Russia. Actually, it is mainly 
on paper. Said the Johnson Senate Commit­ 
tee cartier this fall: “Paper work prepared­ 
ness is only flimsy protection against the 
threat we face.” 
There is urgent need in Washington 
for a clear chain of responsibility 
lead­ 
ing upward to a single home front com­ 
mander equipped with the authority to 
make his voice heard unmistakably. Syming­ 
ton doesn’t now have that power, 
and 
precious time is being wasted. We need de­ 
cision and dispatch at the top level if we 
are to marshal our power in time.

The Republicans have petitioned the President 
to redress a great grievance against the United 
States by dismissing Dean Acheson as secretary of 
state. 
The petition will, for the moment, be ig­ 
nored. 
Democrats and others suggest that this is no 
time to complain about Dean Acheson. They pro­ 
pose that we shall have unity. 
If by unity, they 
mean that no public official is to be criticized even 
if the blood of our sons is spilled because of his 
stiff-necked obstinacy and his lack of good sense, 
then they ask not for unity but for abject accept­ 
ance of stupidity as a rule of life. 
It would seem that logic would require, if unity 
is to be achieved, that one who has become so un­ 
palatable to the American people as Dean Acheson 
is, be retired. 
Who is this man, that unity must 
depend upon his continuance in office? 
Suppose by the laws of nature. Dean Acheson 
were to drop dead, as my friend, Jim McGuinness, 
did a fortnight ago—would the United States cease 
to exist? 
If it is unity that is required and this 
man is an impediment to unity, does Mr. Truman 
mean to tell us that even among deserving Demo­ 
crats there is not one man who is capable of being 
secretary of state, of inspiring confidence and of 
achieving unity? 
I can name some; 
Chief Justice Fred Vinson, 
Robert A. Lovett, James Farley, Robert P. Pat­ 
terson, James Byrnes. Senator Walter F. George 
and dozens of others. If the President were to ac­ 
cept a national rather than a partisan criterion, 
the number is very large. 
This nation is not so 
bankrupt in personalities that it is limited to one 
man, to any one man. 
Therefore, the plea that opposition to Dean 
Acheson imperils unity is nonsense. It 
is Dean 
Acheron who imperils unity. 
His policy in China has proved to be a failure 
for which we are paying with the lives of our chil­ 
dren. 
His policy in Europe has brought us only 
associates but no adios. His policy in South Amer­ 
ica has weakened our ties with our most important 
neighbors. 
He has appeased Soviet Russia until 
that country has become the mightiest on earth, 
lessening our influence by a war in which we have 
been defeated. He has only enriched Great Britain 
at our expense. 
Surely, It is not Dean Achesort, but the United 
States of America that is important. 
In 1943. the United States was a tremendous 
force in the world, courted by all nations. We were 
feeding a large part of the world; we were supply­ 
ing warring nations. 
We were giving away about 
1 $50,000,000,900 
We were giving to Russia $11,000,-

Presumably the suspension of Marshall 
Plan aid to Great Britain was argeed on be­ 
cause Britain really is solvent again, has 
achieved sufficient recovery to give its lead­ 
ers confidence that Britain can take care of 
itself. This has political as well as economic 
implications for both Britain and the United 
States.

MANY OF US MAY NEED EXTRA IRON 
Most of us know that we should eat some of the 
various foodstuffs every day: proteins (fish. eggs, 
meats, cereals); starches (bread, sugar, potatoes); 
fats (butter, cream, fat meats); vitamins and min­ 
erals which are found in the above three classes 
of foods and also in fruits and vegetables. We know' 
that proteins are body builders, building up new and 
worn tissues; that starches give energy and heat; 
that fats give energy, heat and lubrication; that 
minerals are needed in maintaining structure of 
body cells and vitamins act -as sort of joiners of 
food cells to make each cell do its utmost in work. 
Liquids are needed by every cell in the body: 
Practically everybody knows that the blood must 
be rich in hemoglobin (iron) if we are to keep well 
and strong and, added to iron, there must be a 
sufficient amount of calcium (lime). Foods rich In 
iron are meat (especially liver), egg yolk, whole 
grains and leafy vegetables. Foods rich in calcium 
are milk, cheese, leafy vegetables and egg yolk. The 
ordinary normal or healthy individual can get 
enough iron and calcium for his dally needs by 
eating one or two servings of these foods. 
There are many apparently normal individuals 
whose skin is pale, lining of mouth pale and also 
lining of eyelids, and there is often a fast heart. 
In The Journal of The American Medical Associa­ 
tion. Dr. John B. Youmans, Medical Department, 
Vanderbilt University, Nashville, states that while 
foods rich in iron are sufficient to keep the blood 
rich enough in normal individuals, those with thin 
blood, a general feeling of weakness, and a rapid 
heart need more than foods rich in iron. 
These 
anemic individulas should see their physician and 
have iron prescribed direct, not just in foods, if they 
sure to regain strength within a reasonable time. 
For adults with thin blood, sometimes intensive 
treatment with iron (injections and by mouth) 
brings sufficient improvement in a week or ten days. 
The childbearing mother also must receive 
extra iron to give ber child the proper start in life; 
infants and children often need extra iron.

Many of the persons who know 
Dean Acheson well have been 
amazed at* the bitterness of the 
attack against him as an indi­ 
vidual, for they have never dis­ 
cerned in him any basis for per­ 
sonal charges of affinity for the 
doctrines of communism or for the 
’K)licies of Soviet Russia. 
To dismiss the campaign against 
Mr. Acheson as simply McCarthy- 
ism or Republican partisanship, 
however, would be a grave mis­ 
take for the friends of the ad­ 
ministration to make. 
The issue 
which is causing a widespread 
campaign of attack against the 
secretary of state—and which ac­ 
counts for the frequently heard 
contention that he has lost the 
confidence of the country—turns 
on the record of the Department 
of State in Asia 
The record is not a good one. 
Whatever the explanations may 
be, the policy which led the ad­ 
ministration to propose at one 
time that Communists be taken 
into the Nationalist government 
can he said to have contributed to 
the downfall of Chiang Kai-shek. 
The argument that he w’as cor­ 
rupt or ineffective as a leader 
does not erase the fact that the 
government of the United States 
was partly responsible for the rise 
of the Communist regime in China 
through extending moral support 
to the opponents of Chiang Kai- 
shek. 
The record toward Korea like­ 
wise has rot been good. 
There 
was a tendency to regard Syng- 
man Rhee as a “reactionary”— 
w'hich is the Communist charac­ 
terization of him—and the De­ 
partment of State did not give 
wholehearted support to the Ko­ 
rean republic. 
Considerable de­ 
bate has developed in Congress on 
how much economic and military 
aid w’as actually extended to the 
Korean republic. 
But when, last January, it was 
announced by the secretary of 
state that the American defense 
line did not include Korea, this 
was taken by the Communists to 
mean that they had a free hand 
to invade South Korea. 
Now it turns out that nobody 


was more forceful or positive 
about resisting the aggression in 
Korea last June than was Dean 
Acheson. 
He 
has 
never 
been 
“soft” about the Russians and 
his attitude toward Soviet Russia 
on European questions has been, 
if anything, more rigid and in­ 
flexible 
in 
its opposition 
than 
that of anybody on Capitol Hill. 
So far as Secretary Achcson's 
record in Europe is concerned, it 
is above criticism. When Presi­ 
dent Truman said that, if com­ 
munism were to prevail in the 
world “Dean Acheson would he 
one of the first, if not the first, 
to be shot by the enemies of lib­ 
erty and Christianity.” he cer­ 
tainly was stating the obvious to 
anyone who knows the record. 
But, when all is said and done, 
the European aspects of the mat­ 
ter do not touch the basic an­ 
tagonism to Secretary Acheson. 
The case against him is founded 
on his far eastern policy. It might 
be said that anyone can make 
mistakes and that this is not the 
time to rehash them. But that's 
not what the opposition to Sec­ 
retary Acheson on Capitol Hill is 
concerned about. 
The truth is the critics of Sec­ 
retary Acheson fear he will, by 
one means or another, seek loop­ 
holes in procedure or will passive­ 
ly accept’ moves which will ulti­ 
mately permit Red China to get 
a seat on the U N. Security Coun­ 
cil. that he will sacrifice For­ 
mosa. and that he will abandon 
the South Korean population. 
Nobody knows at this moment 
what the American policy is go­ 
ing to be on these matters, hut 
it is a safe bet that, if the De­ 
partment 
of 
State 
announced 
that it would use the veto to keep 
Red China out of the Security 
Council, that it would use its in­ 
fluence to persuade other nations 
to vote against any measure in 
the assembly which looks toward 
admission of Red China, and if 
there were a positive policy to

Radio Employes 
Must Take Oath 


New York, Dec. 21 
—All reg­ 
ular radio and television employes 
of the Columbia Broadcasting Sys­ 
tem must take loyalty oaths simi­ 
lar to those required of applicants 
for U. S. government civil service 
jobs. 
The network, which revealed the 
requirement yesterday, also said 
it is establishing security meas­ 
ures to guard against sabotage. 
There was no revelation of what 
CBS would do in the event an em­ 
ploye admitted present or former 
membership in a subversive or­ 
ganization, or refused to sign the 
oath. 
The oath lists all organizations 
named by the U. S. attorney gen­ 
eral as subversive, and requires 
each employe to state whether he 
is or has been a member of a 
Communist, Fascist or other sub­ 
versive group. 
Previously, the National Broad­ 


casting Company had required new 
employes to make loyalty state­ 
ments. 
But the CBS action was 
said to be the first of its kind by 
a major network. 
The CBS requirement would not 
affect artists on the network who 
are hired by advertising agencies 
or producers. 
CBS Executive Vice President 
Joseph H. Ream said the oath 
and sabotage-prevention measures 
were prompted by President Tru­ 
man’s declaration of a national 
emergency and by “the unique na­ 
ture of broadcasting.”

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Says Vogeler Held

New York, Dec. 21 UP) — An 
American Broadcasting Company 
(ABC) 
correspondent ‘reported 
last night that Robert Vogeler, 
imprisoned as a spy by Hungary's 
Communist regime, is being held 
in solitary confinement in a Buda­ 
pest jail for political prisoners. 
The jail, the report added, ad­ 
joins a Russian military headquar­ 
ters. 
The broadcast from Rome, by 
W alter Weisbecker, quoted 
an 
Italian citizen the correspondent 
said had been released from the 
same prison a few weeks ago. 
Vogeler, 39-year-old executive 
of the International Telephone 


ana Telegraph Co., was sentenced 
to 15 years in prison last Febru­ 
ary after conviction on charges of 
spying and sabotage. Secret nego­ 
tiations for his release so far have 
been unsuccessful. 
IVeisbecker said his informant 
told him Vogeler was confined un­

which the heat was turned on only 
half an hour daily—when the tem­ 
perature falls below freezing. 
He is permitted no correspon­ 
dence, no visitors, no personal be­ 
longings and is not allowed to 
work.

Described by the judge as an 
“average cop," Grossberg told the 
grand jury in open court that his 
yearly pay was $3,150, but that 
his takehome pay was $39.45 a 
week. To meet his expenses, he 
said, he had to spend $48 a week. 
The $1,200 debt, 
he 
said, 
was 
money he had borrowed from rela­ 
tives and banks. 
Changed in 16 Months 
“I’ve changed in the 16 months 
I’ve been on the force," Grossberg 
said, "I had a good record—not 
for anything big like stopping a 
holdup 
or 
anything. 
But 
I’ve 
changed my thoughts about the 
kind of cop I want to be. Why risk 
my neck to do something out of 
the ordinary when I can’t even 
take care of my family." 
Judge Leibowitz told the grand 
jury things like Grossberg related 
"make the men restive and easy 
prey for those who would exploit 
them.” 
He then told the jurors that it 
was an “integral part of your 
duty in exposing malfeasance in 
the police department to take 
such steps as you can to remove 
the pressing temptations that be­ 
set the policeman who in his heart 
and soul is determined to be an 
honest, faithful public servant."

Under the plan, any veteran
